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“My father owned a restaurant. It was called Pres- 
tige Palace. 


Check this out in the newspaper—in 2005, one 
night it got shot at by rival gang members. They 
were looking for one specific person and they end- 
ed up shooting a girl. Now the girl that got shot 
was my friend’s sister in middle school. Now we’re 
no longer friends. 


At that period, | was going through a mild depres- 
sion and extreme anxiety as a result of different 
things going on in the community--this was during 
the Year of the Gun. So a lot of my friends were 
getting involved in selling drugs. 


| started stealing and flipping. So | would steal a 
bike then sell it for 100 bucks. One day, | was try- 
ing to steal a bike in Jane and Shepherd. | was with 
a couple friends. 


While | was doing that, the Blood gang in the area 
chased me down this hill and held me at gunpoint. 
They held me right in front of this white building 
on Jane Street. And they told me to give them 
whatever | had in my bag. | had a PS? and | was 
like, no, I’m not giving you anything. They held the 
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gun closer to my chest and as soon as they did 
that, cops drove right by so they fled. 


My mom had to therapeutically talk me down and 
convince me not to go back and take a gun or 
something. While this was happening, | met this 
one teacher in grade ten named Mr. Carey. He 
started to ask me really challenging things in class 
about mortality and ethics. 


It really challenged me to think about my own pre- 
dicament and it got me into reading. | kept read- 
ing and reading. 


Soon, I’m getting an A+ in Political Science at York. 
That got me a scholarship and the rest is really 
history. And pretty much why right now | am a fi- 
nal year PhD candidate, able to teach in universi- 
ties. 


Because of that moment, that one teacher, | fol- 
lowed a different path. | would’ve sabotaged my 
whole life opportunities. 


That was a really a pivotal moment.” 


June 24, 2019 
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“My greatest fear is not accomplishing the goals | have for myself. 


| did have one major goal which was to play basketball and it didn’t end up happen- 
ing. So right now I’m really just finding myself and figuring out what’s in the plan for 
me. 


| feel like | accomplished some of the things | set out for myself. | gave myself a nice 
family, | have a clothing line, so I’m stable right now, but not necessarily satisfied. 


I’m not where | want to be, at the moment, but I’m going to make sure | get some- 
where in executing my goals. I’m currently trying to secure another job at the school 
board. | got a few other goals at the moment that right now I'm trying to fulfill and 
achieve. 


So far, | feel like I’m almost there.” 


June 23, 2019 
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“In my time, | grew up in Scarborough. | went to Albert Campbell Collegiate Institute. 


, | was never good in math but my parents insisted that | took Finite and Probability 
| because | needed the courses for university. | was the only Indian girl that was in the 
class. 


The rest of the students were so good in math that when they got under 90 percent, 
they would get very upset. |, on the other hand, only ever got 14 percent. 


My teacher was an older white man. We were on our third test and he had given 
| everyone else's test back. He waited until the end to give my test back and there 


~~ was a McDonald’s application attached to it. 





He said to me, you are in the wrong class. And for me that was such a humiliating 
moment to get a test back like that. 


| always wanted to be a teacher but that incident was what motivated me to become 
a teacher." 


December 17, 2018 
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“| was frightened and traumatized. | thought | was going to lose my life. To this day, | 
am still afraid of the water. | lived near a river stream in Thailand. 


My mother was taking the ducks out of the river. | followed her but she did not know 
because she was busy with the ducks. As I wet my legs in the water, one of my flip- 
flops drifted away. | was worried that my mother was going to yell at me, so | chased 
it. 


| began to get deeper into the river and | couldn’t swim. The river washed me away 
to a different village. | was unconscious. 


A guy from the village saw two legs coming out of the water. He thought it was an 
| animal and he came to check. 


It was me, a 6-year old girl carried away through the river and unconscious. 


He rushed me to the hospital. It was more like a refugee camp. They did CPR on me. 
However, it took awhile for them to find my parents. | was fine and I’m alive.” 


January 1, 2020 
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“My cousin was stabbed back in 2014, on October 26th in the Canada’s Wonder- 
^ land parking lot. 


Those weeks were filled with much pain and agony due to the loss of life we 
suffered from someone else’s dumb actions. | felt numb and very scared to hear 
the story. To believe what had taken place, actually happened. 


When we found out that he died, there was screaming in everyone’s head. 


My uncle was on his knees, as my aunt begged for the lord to say it’s not true. We 
all wished that none of it happened. We will never forget what loss we suffered 
that day, week, and the entire year. 


' Since I’ve lost my cousin, I’ve always been nice to those around me and | don’t take 
| friendships, relationships for granted.” 


January 4, 2020 
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“| started woodworking when | was 15 years 
old, in grade 10. | took it as aclass all the way 
through high school, actually. 


| really liked having tangible outcomes to my 
work and the practical type of problem solv- 
ing that you encounter in this field of study. 
In the summers, | worked for my uncle's 
company making curved and elliptical stairs. 


| worked there as a summer job throughout 
high school. | actually diverted from car- 
pentry in post secondary. My highest marks 
were in the sciences, chem, bio, physics so | 
went into an environmental program for two 
years. | really enjoyed the course content and 
theory but | found the workplace setting in 
my internship isolating and | wanted to work 
with people. 


| switched programs and entered into a disa- 
bilities study program which set me up to 
work as an educational assistant. | worked in 
an elementary school for four years. | took a 
year off to teach English tn Japan and when | 
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returned | fell back into carpentry as a quick 
gig, but revisiting the trade as an adult, | took 
things a bit more seriously and subsequently, 
excelled a bit more quickly. 


| completed my apprenticeship and worked 
the better part of a decade as a carpenter. 
Working in any industry for 10 years, you in- 
variably end up training other people and in 
that, | began to realize that, in addition to 
carpentry, | also really enjoyed training 
someone and then watching them have suc- 
cess. 


| began looking into teaching woodworking. | 
applied to teachers’ college and spent a year 
in the program. After that, | started teaching 
Carpentry at George Brown College in the 
Continuing Education department. 


It wasn’t for another couple of years that | 
got a job teaching with the TDSB and the rest 
as they say is present day.” 


June 24, 2019 
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“| started my YouTube channel two years ago, | had about 10 subscribers and ap- 
proximately 40 views on my videos. Everyone at school was joking around and mak- 
ing fun of me. 


They told me | wouldn’t get any subscribers and that | would soon come to realize 
that too. | let them get in my head and | gave up, but then | came to realize that | 
had to believe in myself and work toward my goal of having a successful channel. 


Today | have about 1.5k subscribers and about 17 thousand views in total. So never 
let anyone put you down and always believe in yourself.

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"Sports impacted me a lot when | was younger. Sports even impact me now. 


Growing up, | watched a lot sports, but | especially watched basketball. | looked up 
to the NBA greats like Lebron and Kobe.

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“When my great grandfather passed, | realized how scary losing someone to death is. It sent me 
on this emotional spiral, and it was only going downhill. 


It sucked because | was only 10, and | didn't know why | felt so sad, and why the sadness came so 
late. When | was told he had passed, | had no idea how to feel. He was a really cool guy, and it 
was my first experience having someone pass away that | knew so well. 


Everyone finished grieving for him about a month and a half after he passed, and that's when | 
decided to start. It was an unconscious decision, sure, but a decision nonetheless. | just fell into a 
slump. | wasn't able to go to his funeral, which at the time wasn't a big deal because | was young; 
| regret not going. 


| can't bring myself to visit his grave, because | feel ashamed. Ashamed that | didn't grieve earlier. 
He meant a lot to me, and | had no idea until | was way older. That moment of intense sadness 
made me realize how petrified | am of death. Not my death, but my loved ones’. 


It's depressing to think of how many people in my family are reaching 60 and 70, and how their 
time on earth is limited. This fear, however, makes me understand how precious life is, and to 
savour every moment like it's your last."
